Junior fat stock sale that was 


has been/a last-day feature of the Porter- 


ville fair, May 19, was not only 
the “hottest junior sale in the 
state”, but also provided good 
buys in fat beef from the stand- 
point of dress-out percentages. 
On a basis of weight figures 
from slaughter houses, here are 


some of the percentages: James 
Fiorini steer — the only steer 
that graded prime — 66.3%; 


Grand champion steer, shown by 
Spencer Gilbert, choice, 65%%; 
Marvin Awbrey steer, choice, 
6244%; Ronnie Terry steer, 
choice, 63.7% ; Henry Owen steer, 
choice 64.7%. 

Calvin Todd steer, choice, 60%; 
Gary Honeycutt _ steer, choice, 
63%; Bill Farrow steer, choice, 
63.4%; Richard Mead _ steer, 
choice, 58.1% and Jerry Foirini 
steer, choice, 63.4%. 

These figures are representative 
of fat steers sold at the sale; ac- 
curate weights are not available 
for steers butchered other than in 
licensed slaughter houses. Sale 
weights were taken the second 
day of the fair; a four percent 
shrink was allowed. 

The fat stock auction brought 
$19,132.93 for 124 head sold; fat 
steers average $275.40 per head, 
or about 31 cents per pound; bar- 
rows averaged $54.50 per head, or 
about 25.3 cents per pound; fat 
lambs averaged $43.70 per head, 
or about 50.7 cents per pound. 

Champion steer brought 85 
cents per pound; champion lamb, 
$4.00 per: pound and champion 
barrow, 60 cents per pound.

These include a second 
producing Tungsten property near 
Fresno with a new mill, and 22%

the vital Moab region on the 
Utah-Colorado line from which 
National Tungsten is already pro- 
ducing and shipping commercial 
Uranium. 

The company has also acquired 
a 100 acre oil lease in Kern coun- 
ty’s Edison Groves field, and cur- 
rently has one well in production. 

New board of directors includes 
Ed Wilder, Mitchell Kovaleski, 
John A. Lucian, and George O.

Mr. Posner revealed that the 
new National Tungsten manage-

FARM EXPORTS 
SHOW INCREASE: 


U.S. exports of farm products 
for the calendar year 1955 reveal 
rises of five percent in value and 
nine percent in volume over 1954 
totals, the Department of Agricul- 
ture has reported. The 1955 dol- 
lar value came to $3,193 million, 
compared with $3,050 million in 
1954. 

The agricultural export gain, 
although less than half the civil- 
ian 
percent in 1955, was made despite 
a $311 million drop in cotton ex- 
ports. If cotton were excluded 
from the list of farm commodities 
exported, the gain in other agri- 
cultural exports as a group would 
come to 20 percent.

CONSERVATION 
INVENTORY 


The national inventory of soil 
and water conservation needs, re- 


ment of agriculture, is intended 
to equip the department to more 


| effectively plan and carry out its 


soil and water work. Plans call 
for completing the initial inven- 
tory in three years, with periodic 
revisions thereafter to keep the 
figures up to date. 

Inventories for each county in 
the United States will provide 
basic facts about the amount and 
kind of soil, water, and plant re- 
sources, as well as a realistic esti- 
mate of treatments needed to best 
protect and improve those resourc- 
es. 

The study is to be carried out 
by the Soil Conservation service, 
with the help of Agricultural Con- 
servation Program service, Agri- 
cultural Research service, Com- 
modity Stabilization service, Fed- 
eral. Extension service, Farmerd 
Home administration, and Forest 
service. 

Representatives of these agen- 
cies will make up a national com- 
mittee to develop procedures and 
guide the program. Comparable 
committees in the states and ter- 
ritories will be named to carry out 
the work at that level.

Of Weeds To Be 
Demonstrated 


Cotton growers of Californio are 
invited to take part in a flame 
cultivation demonstration school 
to*be given at the U.S. Cotton 
Field station, Shafter, on Wednes- 
day, June 6. The demonstration 
will begin at 1:30 p.m. 

Most California farmers fail to 
appreciate the benefit which can 
be had from the use of flame. A 
few growers in the state have 
been using flame successfully for 
about four years and know the 
Savings it has made. Flame is 
also now being used in a number 
of states quite successfully. It has 
been thoroughly tested in Cali- 
fornia since 1948._ 


Flamiiig is done after irriga- 
tion and before seédling weeds 
and grasses are fiiére than two 
inches tall. Flame ctitivation of 
cetton to control weeds is most 
effective if used when the weéds 
are in the small seedling stage. 
It has. been found to give good 
control of ‘most all anual weeds 
with no detrimental effects on 
the cotton plants when properly 
employed. 

At the scheol in Shafter on 
June those attending will hear 
the engineers and weed specialists 
who have had experience with 
flame explain its use and opera- 
jon. Those interested in operat- 
ing the equipment will be given 
an opportunity to do so. Also on 
the program will be a California 
grower.who will discuss his exper- 
iences with flame cultivation. A 
demonstratian of its use and re- 
sults of early season trials under 
test will be shown.
